It  has  keen  a  lon^  tlno  sinco  I  wrote  to  ;rou  last,  and 
Fill  sorts  o.f  tilings  hiivo  haripened  since  then. 

I  had  a  ,fhin  trip  on  the  .'Tuci.ric  Coast,  in  October,  althonp-h  T  do 
not  think  I  ever  had  as  many  maetijigs  pac^^Jed  in  as  fev.-  days.  There  was 
on©  week  which  averaged  between  four  and  five  ineetingr  a  day.  I  had  not 
caught  up  with  the  work  after  returning  frnn  tho  Coast  when  affairs  !n  the 
-‘*exlco  .ii.s.eion  got  twdRhed  a  bit  and  I  had  to  go  down  in  Januaiy^  to  attend 
the  annual  mooting.  t  had  hardly  got  back  from  that  wl:en  I  had  to  .'-’O  ■’.ost 
again  to  t'ne  lion’s  Convention  in  Ora^uia,  of  which  you  will  ii^avo  hoard,  and  tc 
c*  ccnf(?ronco  In  3t.*,ouis  wit})  reference  to  adjustments  between  our  V.'oinon’s 
Board  of  the  3outh.west  find  the  'ionen’s  Board  of  Jlissions  of  the  Cimberl.and 
Ciuircli. 

'?Iie  Oirijuia  convention  was  a  wonderful  meotin^g.  t  enclose  ca  copy 
of  the  Beaolutlons  which  were  adopted.  The  significant  thing  was  that  it 
Weis  not  a  convention  which  iiad  Its  resolutions  wrttd-.on  out  foi*  It  and  its 
mind  made  up  for  3t.  The  men  v;ho  v;ere  there  were  the  good, solid  men  of  our 
ChiiTch  from  the  western  stf,tcs,  and  they  took  up  the  missionary  natter  very 
soberly  and  earnestly,  studied  it  wHh  real  care  for  tiiemselves. 

A  great  number  of  them  spontaneo■usl5^  pledged  themselves  to  multiply  their 
own  gifts  five- fold,  I  '-ore  ti.at  ooneti.ing  very  practical  may  com©  out  of 
th©  ncetlng. 

On©  of  th©  surprising  things  to-day,  however,  is  th©  fact  that 
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nominr:  I  dictated  three  reports  to  another,  who  In^roved  tlxe  lunch  hour 
to  disappear, 

I  enclose  herewith  a  letter  from  Ilargjaret,  thanking  you  for  the 
letter  which  slie  received  sometime  ago  from  3»-ou.  /jid  I  must  thank  vou  for 
your  note  of  October  4th,  written  after  your  arrival,  and  your  good  long 
letter  of  Ilovemher  21st,  I  am  glad  that  people  like  Dr.  Li  and  J.Iiss  Tu 
are  being  raised  up  in  Ghlna.  ]Ve  Jnust  make  it  our  aim  to  raise  up  more 
mon  and  women  of  this  kind,  or,  at  least,  to  do  all  we  can  to  moke  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  the  STxirit  of  God,  who  alone  can  raise  up  such  men  and  women, to 
have  Kls  v/ay. 

T  :ua  glad  yo;i  wrote  so  helpfully  with  reference  to  the  personnel 
of  the  station  and  the  importance  of  havixig  a  man  like  Tlr .Knickerbocker 
on  the  field  for  the  country  work.  I  hive  not  had  an  opportunity  for  a 

good  talk  with  lir. Kepler  yet,  although  we  have  met  once  or  twice  and  had  a 
little  correspondence;  but  I  shall  tr^r  to  have  a  talk  with  him  sometime  soon. 
I  judge  that  ilr.E.spoy  ha.s  proven  a  very  capable  iran.  Perhaps  you  might 
make  orcchaiige  with  ghangliai,  giving  them  Mr. Kepler  and  taking  Mx.Espey, 
although  I  sympathize  with  JIis.s  Silver  in  her  desire  to  have  a  strong 
evangelistic  man  at  the  south  Gate  who  will  take  n  p  the  neglected  countrjr 
work. 


if  Kobert  Fitch  can  get  the  money  for  Hangchow  College,  and  he  is 
very  much  encouraged  at  present,  ho  will  go  tliere.  lie  feels  that  this  is 
a  better  connection  for  the  kind  of  work  that  he  wants  to  do  among  the  in¬ 
fluential  class  than  the  Y  G.A,,  and  I  think  so  too.  in  New'  York  City, 
for  example,  an;/one  wishing  to  reach  the  Influential  men  of  the  city  could 
do  so  far  better  if  he  were  cormocted  with  a  College  University  and  had  that 
for  his  base  of  operations  than  if  he  were  connected  with  the  vVest  Side 
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Y.M. 0. A. ^worked  from  thn.t.  base.

It  does  not  seem  possible,  however,  to  appoint  I.Ir .Knickerbocker 
in  the  face  of  the  Mission  action  to  the  effect  that,  before  any  more  miss  Jon- 
aries  should  be  appointed,  there  must  be  an  increase  In  the  appropriations 
for  the  native  work.  1  think  I'jr, Knickerbocker  would  do  this  country  work 
well,  anvl  perhaps  sometime  he  may  be  back  in  it, 

I  wish  I  mif^ht  have  boon  present  at  the  Tinvellinfj  of  the  McCarter 
memorial  tablet.  ISou  will  be  intere.3ted  to  know  that  the  '’Life**,  which  is 
in  Mr.Iiankin’R  custOfiy,  is  not  out  yet.  I  do  not  know  when  it  will  be 
out,  because,  if  Mr.ilankin  holds  it  back,  China  will  have  chang^ed  so  much 
tl:uit  he  will  have  to  re-write  the  lon^  chapters  which  he  has  prexared  to 
add  to  the  book. 

I  spoke  at  the  Giiristraas  Sxerciseo  for  the  children  at  our  Church, 
and  I  told  them  your  story;  about  meetin^^  the  man  and  woman,  v/ith  tlie  umbrella 
and  lantern  and  {jong,  etc.,  hunting  for  the  lost  spirit  of  their  little  child.

delightf’al  addition,  and  everything  is  going  forward  veny  v.oll,  exceiDting  that  the 
receipts  are  not  coming  in  as  v/e  could  wish.  Nevertheless,  there  is  certainly  a 
deeper  spirit  throughout  the  Church  than  ever  before.  Dear  old  Kiss  Nuhl  of

One  of  the  most  promising  missionary  leaders  of  the  day,  is  Robert  Elliott 
Speer,  a  young  man  v/ith  a  brilliant  college  record,  an  athlete,  an  orator,  and  the 
author  of  ftn-jjaapirinc  atwdy 'of-thc  Life-' of  Clulsi.  At  the  age  of  twenty-four  he 
became  secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  at  twBnty-nir*e 
he  made  a  missionaiy  tour  of  the  world,  [Eho  otory  of  lru^  ir^Triwi*  i  g-p<ig£» 


Born  in  Pennsylvania  in  1861,  he  entered  Princeton  College  in  1885,  His 
* 

rare  traits  of  leadership  were  early  manifested  in  his  college  life.  He  was  regard¬ 
ed  by  his  fellow  students  as  the  best  debater  in  college,  and  at  the  same  time  he 
was  the  favorite  athlete,  4>a pe c i a  1  ly^on  the  foot  ball  team.  He  ^soon  became  a  leader 

in  Christian  work,  exerting  a  strong  spiritual  influence  in  college;  and  during  his 
college  course  he  co.nsecrated  his  life  to  the  cfause  of  Foreign  Missions.  His  scho- 
larship  was  of  the  very  best,  and  he  was  graduate  -eig^a  cum  laude.  boing  onf?  nf  the 
throe  mcn-va^  have  been-thno  henorod’drn-' all  of^'Princeton-^gHrtgto^,  Although  but 
twenty-one  years  of  age  at  this  time,  he  entered  immediately  on  his  work  for  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  foreign  missions,  becoming  traveling  secretary  of  the  Student  Volunteer 


Movement.  That  year  vdll  always  be  regarded  as  most  fruitful  in  deepening  the  inner 
life  of  the  Movement.  During  nine  months  he  visited  110  institutions,  a  laiger 
number  than  had  ever  been  visited  in  one  year  by  any  man  in  the  college  field.  ilany 
new  colleges  were  reached,  esiDecially  in  the  south  and  southeast.  One  thousand  one 
hundred  new  volunteers  for  foreign  missions  were  gathered  along  the  pathway  of  his 
tour,  and  he  sought  incessantly  to  bring  the  groups  of  volunteers  in  the  various 
colleges  to  the  great  sources  of  spiritual  life  and  light.  Since  tint  year,  Mr, 
opeer  has  ever  been  greatly  used  of  God  in  giving  inspiration  to  these  college  men 
and  women  who  have  offered  their  lives  for  foreign  service.  In  the  fall  of 1880  he 
entered  Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  and  after  spending  a  year  in  study,  and 
having  commenced  a  second  year,  he  was  called  to  become  secretary  of  the  Presbyterian 
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Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  a  position  he' still  holds.  It  vas  with  great  hesita¬ 
tion  and  reluctance  that  he  was  persuaded  to  relinquish  his  pui'pose  to  spend  his  life 
on  the  mission  field,  hut  it  seemed  clear  to  the  Board  that  he  ^ms  peculiarly  adapted 
to  the  v/ork  of  secretary,  and  that  he  had  a  great  mission  to  fulfil  in  arousing  a 
missionary  spirit  in  the  younger  membership  of  the  Church,  He  was  the  youngest  man 
ever  arpointed  to  such  a  position. 

At  the  first  International  Coir/ ent ion  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement 
in  1891,  held  at  Cleveland,  he  vas  one  of  the  leaders;  and  at  the  second  Convention, 
held  in  Detroit,  in  1894,  he  gave  the  opening  and  closing  addresses;  and  his  persorxal— 
ity  and  addresses  were  leading  factors  in  the  marvelous  influence  of  the  third  Con¬ 
vention  held  in  Cleveland  in  1897,  He  has  been  of  great  usefulness  as  a  Bible 
teacher,  and  as  a  platform  speaker  at  the  various  summer  schools  and  conferences. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  British  students,  he  visited  England  in  the  summer  of  1894, 
-giving  a  iiuiuber  ur'~tal'k’S  aL  lite--!fe^5^;dckvneetingg.  ^ 

Pour  years  ago,  during  his  tour  of  visitation  to  the  Missions  of  the  Board, 
and  while  engaged  in  visitirjg  and  assisting  mission  stations  in  Persia,  he  was 
stricken  ^^ith  typhoid  fever,  but  happily  his  life  was  spared,  and  he  was  able  to 
proceed  on  his  journey.  He  is  nov;  busily  engaged  in  th©  Board *s  work  of  administra¬ 
tion,  and  in  almost  constant  speaking  at  Synods  and  Presbyteries,  His  services 

I 

also  are  in  great  demand  outsido  oP  tiie  dcnomixia. L Ion  -with  winch  he  is  parti calarl^^t 
connected,  and  especially  in  all  gathersings  of  the  young  people.  At  the  same  time 
he  is  a  busy  contributor  to  various  papers  and  magazines,  and  is  becoming  an  extensive 
publisher  of  books.  He,  with  the  few  other  young  men  Wo  have  done  so  much,  under 
God,  to  promote  the  cause  of  missions  duririg  this  decade,  will  go  down  into  history 
among  the  strongest  religious  leaders  of  our  generation.

I  returned  from  Scotland  six  woo’^a  havinf^  had  a  most  Interest  In, <7 

and  dell^^htful  exr^rlonce.  It  v;aa  so  f;ood  to  be  on  the  inside  of  life,  instead 
of  rowninc  about  as  a  tcnrlst,  looking  at  old  bnlldlnf^o.  I  could  not  help  but 
contrast  visit  to  St^rlin^r  this  tine  v/ith  m^r  first  visit  there  sixteen  j^ars 
a^o.  'fhon  I  walked  nbewt  the  tovm  and  visited  the  castle,  f^ot  my  dinner  at  the 
hotel,  and  wont  away,  without  knowlnpr  a  soul  In  the  community.  This  tine  two 
law^rers  wore  doxm  at  the  station  to  meet  us,  and  I  wont  to  dine  at  the  provost’s, 
and  then  to  call  with  him  on  one  of  the  most  respected  citizens  of  the  to^yn,  and 
then  net  all  the  nicest  people  at  two  crowded  moetinfs,  aftenvardo  .^oint^  off  to 
spend  the  ni.p^ht  at  a  lovely  Christian  homo.  It  v/as  an  entirely  different  impres¬ 
sion  one  rot  of  thin.ra  -  of  the  absolutely  external  touch  of  the  previous  visit. 
Just  such  experiences  wore  multiplied  all  over  the  countrj-.  I  spent  nights  with 


Dr,  Denny  and  Dr.  Stalker,  and  Dr.  Cairns  and  Dr.  :t’lcol  and  Dr.  Hobson,  and 
evonlnrs  v;ith  all  kinds  of  yood  people.  I  wont  over  tirimarlly  for  the  Duff  Mis¬ 
sionary  Doctures,  which  are  riven  once  every  four  years.  There  were  six  of  them, 
the  whole  set  havlnr  to  be  delivered  one  a  week  in  Aberdeen,  Glasgow  and  fidin- 
burrii,  and  in  addition  we  had  a  ri’oat  many  mass  raeetinrs  in  the  interest  of  the 
June  Conference.  These  meetings  were  usually  hold  in  the  Tovm  Hall,  and  we  w^uld 
have  an  audience  ranrlnr  fl-om  500  in  the  smaller  places  to  three  and  four  thousand 
in  the  bir  cities.  It  wan.  a  preat  opportunity,  and  after  once  r«>ttinr  adjusted 
to  the  conditions  I  thoroughly  enjoyed  it  all,  but  ^vas  ready  when  the  six  strenuous 
weeks  wore  done,  to  lie  dovm  on  the  steamship  and  just  oink  into  an  ol^ht  days’ 


rest . 
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•  I  found  ovoryono  woll  v/hoh  I  got  hack.  Oonstance  had  f^ivon  l!rs.

Elliott  and  I  had  sane  splendid  tramps  over  the  Pentland  and 
the  Lammermoor  Hills,  and  through  Glencoe,  and  Mrs.  Bailey,  v/ho  was  with  us, 
had  her  automobile,  so  that  we  travelled  all  around  in  ways  that  would  bo 
have  been  impossible  otherwise. 

I  am  glad  you  had  so  good  a  summer,  and  can  imagine  how  pleasant 
it  must  have  been  to  have  had  Dr.  V/hite  and  his  party  In  China.  He  met  with 
the  China  Committee  and  the  Council  a  few  days  ago  and  told  us  a  great  deal 
about  his  trip.  I  learned  from  him  the  other  day  that  he  was  expecting  to 
go  back  to  the  East  again  next  summer. 

It  is  delightful  to  see  the  interest  of  Jlr.  Severance  in  the  work. 

His  heart  seems  to  go  out  more  and  more  tov/ard  it  every  day.  He  seems  to  love 
to  come  into  the  Council  meetings  and  all  committee  meetings,  and  he  goes  into 
every  detail  in  the  most  intelligent  and  sjmipathetic  way  and  with  a  heart  full  of 
eager  Christian  desire  after  the  attainment  of  the  things  that  are  really  first. 

In  the  offices,  the  work  grows  steadily,  I  thinlc  it  is  fully 
double  now  what  it  was  when  I  first  came  to  the  Board,  and  in  the  great  range  of 
interests  and  both  at  home  and  abroad  it  seems  to  me  that  we  are  living 

now  in  a  world  above  and  beyond  that  old  world.  As  I  compare  now  and  then  in 
the  missionary  enterprise,  there  seems  to  be  all  the  difference  between  noon¬ 
tide  wakefulness  and  activity  and  the  doze  of  twilight. 

I  have  not  failed  to  note  that  in  the  list  of  property  equipment 
suggested  in  my  last  letter  to  the  salon,  there  is  nothing  for  Ningpo  except 
in  the.  ^tera  of  repairs.  I  don’t  knov/  whether  anj^  of  the  Ningpo  objects  will  be 


ret^arded  as  more  important  than  those  which  are  included.  Of  course,  the  whole 
list  is  to  ^0  under  a  further  careful  scrutiny  and  revision,  and  there  will  he 


opportunity  to  hear  from  the  lliasion,  of  course,  as  to  its  judgment  as  to  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  a  re-apportionment  of  the  amount  available,  v/hloh  may  be  somewhat  less  tlian 
the  amount  indicated  in  my  Mission  letter. 

Thank  you  very  much  for  tlio  copy  of  "Woman’s  Work  in  the  Far  East"  for 
September,  with  your  very  interesting  article.  Dr.  flalsey  has  been  making  use  of 
it,  I  think,  in  his  news  bureau. 

I  hope  that  you  are  very  well,  and  trust  that  God  is  blessing  the  work 
more  and  more  and  giving  you  ever  increasing  joy  and  gladness  in  it.

My  dear  Mias  Dickie: - 

It  has  been  a  lonf-  time  since  your  good  letter  of  March 
E6th  WBB  received  bo  taX\  of  raany  interesting  itens.  There  are  a 
great  many  things  that  I  ohould  lilce  to  he  able  to  write  about,  and 
I  am  having  a  little  tine  these  aiinner  days  to  catch  up  with  corres¬ 
pondence.  They  are  really  the  first  days  that  I  have  had  without 
intenuptions  comparative!:'  speaking  at  least  since  before  going  to 
south  •merlca.  and  when  I  look  back.  It  has  been  one  continuous  Itin¬ 
eration  since  then.  Jifter  coning  back  from  about  the  seventh  or 
eighth  convention  a  fortnight  ago  I  made  up  my  wind  that  I  was  going 
to  sit  right  4own  hero  in  Hew  York  and  not  budge  until  I  had  caught 
up  again.  How  I  have  only  one  basket  fUli  of  unanswered  letters  left 
and  if  I  could  have  t.hree  or  four  days  of  dictation  at  Bnglewood  I 
think  I  could  catch  up  with  them,  but  just  at  present  Br. Brown  and 
Mr.  Day  are  both  away,  and  Dr.  Jfhlte  leaves  this  evening,  so  that 
Dr. Halsey  and  I  stick  to  the  offices.  Fortunately,  however,  the  callers 
are  very  few  now  -  we  have  had  a  fortnight  of  splendid  hot  weather,  a 
fine  sample  of  what  you  see  depicted  in  the  Chinese  Buddhists’  temples 
in  the  representation  of  the  evil  place,  and  I  think  that  hot  weather 
has  driven  everybody  away  who  could  get  away,  its  well  they  went 
because  there  wouldn’t  have  been  room  both  for  them  and  for  the  mosquitos 
over  in  Hew  Jersey  now;  one  or  the  other  would  have  had  to  give  way. 
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We  only  go  home  now  aday's  pushing  our  way  hy  main  force  through  the 

seried  ranks  of  the  mosquitos  that  are  ranged  battalion  after  batta¬ 

lion  all  over  Bergen,  Hudson,  Union,  Morris  and  Orange  counties. 

Constance  and  William  flourish  in  spite  of  them  however,  though 
some  days  they  show  many  soars  of  their  encounters.  I  wish  you  could 
see  these  two  youngsters  now.  They  are  the  ruddiest  most  wholesome 
bits  of  India  rubber  flesh  and  blood  that  you  could  imagine,  Constance 
is  just  as  whimsical  and  entertaining  as  a  child  could  be.  All  of 
last  evening  she  persisted  in  carrying  out  the  caprice  that  she  was 
ray  mother  and  I  was  her  ohlldy,  as  she  called  me,  and  it  was  as  much 

as  I  could  do  to  k^ep  from  laughing  at  the  absolute  consistency  with 

which  she  carried  out  these  roles. 

William  has  not  exploded  yet  but  this  is  only  because  the 
elasticity  of  the  human  skin  is  unlimited.  Il|‘only  human  patience 
were  as  expansive  this  would  be  a  happier  world. 

In  your  little  apT^eal  for  the  Old  Toadies 
you  did  not  te'l  me  just  how  much  was  going  to  be  needed.  You  said 
it  would  be  a  omall  amount,  but  I  do  not  know  whether  you  mean  by 
small,  ten  or  one  hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars. 

Yes,  the  Jubilee  meetings  were  a  great  success  I  As  far  as 
the  interest  in  Missions  is  concerned  we  are  away  ahead  from  where  we 
were  15  or  EO  years  ago.  It  is  very  seldom  now  that  raaga'^iines  or 
papers  attack  Ilissions  as  they  used  to  do.  but  there  is  still  vast 
room  for  an  increase  of  giving  of  men  and  women  and  money,  especially 
is  the  number  of  qualified  women  teachers  pitifully  inadequate.  Many 
women  are  offering  who  are  well  prepared  for  general  evangelistic  work 
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>)Ut  olmost  none  who  have  had  normal  educational  preparation,  and  I 
am  positively  fearful  for  some  of  our  schools  when  I  see  how  heavy 
the  hurdens  are  upon  old  workers  whom  we  have  not  been  able  to  re¬ 
inforce  with  qualified  leaders. 

You  will  have  seen  in  the  Church  papers  reference  to  the  efforts 
which  have  been  made  in  various  denominations  to  systeraatiae  the 
giving  in  the  churches.  There  is  a  great  deal  that  is  good  in  these 
efforts,  there  are  also  some  aspects  of  the  movement  which  give  us  no 
little  concern.  Thus  far  it  seems  to  be  a  part  of  the  purpose  of  many 
of  those  engaged  in  this  effort  to  bind  all  th^  different  causes  to¬ 
gether  so  that  no  one  can  move  forward  except  us  an  the  others  are 
thrust  along  with  it.  Kov/  I  don't  believo  any  cause  should  be  ad¬ 
vanced  at  the  expense  of  other  causes,  but  neither  do  I  believe  that 
everything  should  be  chained  together  in  one  iron-bound  company  so 
that  there  can  ,he  no  freedom  of  development  end  adequacy^ opportunity 
for  the  advanoenent  of  thoee  oeuaea  which  have  never  been  allowed  aa 
yet  to  come  to  their  own,  and  which  now  that  they  are  coming  alowly  to 
their  own,  some  aro  disposed  to  oheoJt, 

You  will  be  Interested  to  Snow  that  Mrs.  Turner  is  giving  jfSo.OOO 
gold,  for  a  building  in  memory  of  Mrs, Thorpe  at  the  ifoodstook  School 
in  India,  nemer.bering  her  experience  at  Hingpo,  the  Central  Chine  Ulssion, 
Jra.  Turner  instated  that  the  whole  project  should  ho  oarefully  gone 
over  hy  the  Mission  first  and  that  she  should  he  assured  of  the  Mission’s 

positive  endorsement  and  its  flill  assumption  of  reaponslhllity  before 
her  gift  was  made. 

Kow  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  likelihood  of  the  removal  of  the 
Klngpo  work  to  Yu  yico  at  this  time,  and  far  stronger  arguments  will  ' 
have  to  be  presented  than  as  yet  have  been  presented  before  it  is  likely 

ever  to  be  done.  At  the  same  time  there  is  no  telling  what  may  come 


f 
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in  the  future  when  the  Chinese  churches  grorr  stronger  and  when  the 
denominations  have  grown  fewer. 

I  do  not  think  I  over  delivered  any  address  at  ITorthfleld  on 
The  Second  I.Ule.  I  have  heard  of  a  nunber  of  addresses  on  that  text 
and  I  think  there  is  a  printed  sermon  on  it  by  n)r.  Hallock  of  nochestor. 
I  made  an  address  in  some  of  the  colleges  once  which  I  do  not  remember 
ever  having  made  at  Horthfield.  on  The  Uecessit:/  of  a  Margin,  in  which 
I  quoted  the  verso  ahout  the  oecond  Mile,  and  also  the  verse  about  the 
Unprofitableness  of  raere^’y  doing  our  ihity.  i  ',^ote  out  this  address 
afterwards  as  one  of  the  Merritt  tectiires  delivered  at  Deleware.  Ohio, 
and  published  in  a  book  entitled:  ’’The  Marks  of  a  Man”.  I  un  sending 
you  a  copy  of  this.  Possibly  you  have  it  nlrci;  ey.  in  which  case 
please  give  this  copy  away  wherever  you  think  ^  wil'?  do  good. 

I  have  just  been  rending  a  fascinating  b^ok  on  India  ],y  3ir  Andrew 
Eraser,  entitled  ’’Among  Indian  Rajahs  and  Ryots.”  The  spirit  of  the 
book,  as  anyone  who  know  Sir  Andrew  would  expect,  is  beaiitifiul,  fiin  of 
kindUnevSS.  fai -nlndedness  and  generosity  of  Jidgmnt,  coupled  with 
absolute  straightforwardness  and  plain-speaking.  There  is  an  excellont 
cnapter  in  it  oi  Christian  Missions.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  several  para¬ 
graphs  speaking  of  ^he  reality  of  the  results  )f  Missions.  I  was  glad 
that  I  }iad  them  in  mind  some  nights  ago  when  I  v/ent  to  speak  at  the 
Rebor  Temple.  w,ich  the  Rev.  Charles  SteUle  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  conducts  on  the  l^ast  Side  in  Mew  York  City.  It  is  an  effort  to 
demonstrate  the  possibility  of  maintaining  a  s  locessfuf  Ghriotlan  enter¬ 
prise  downtown  in  Hew  York.  l  don’t  Imow  that  .he  lines  on  which  the 
experiment  is  boing  ct.rrled  forwtird  will  help  very  much  to  answer  this 
particular  quesUon  of  the  kind  of  Christian  institution  which  it  is 
wise  and  possible  to  carry  on  in  such  a  situation,  but  it  is  a  very  in- 
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teresting  work.  It  v/aa  a  very  miacellaneous  crowd  that  was  present 
and  after  I  had  stated  the  argument  for  Foreign  Missions,  they  were 
given  an  opportunity  to  ask  questions,  and  for  an  hour  they  kept  one 
busy  meeting  every  kind  of  object ion  and  criticism.  There  were  Jews, 
Socialists,  unbelievers,  Christadelphlans,  and  all  sorts  of  people 
who  took  a  hand,  and  one  man,  who  I  think  was  in  evening  clothes,  al¬ 
though  I  suspect  he  had  been  drinking  a  bit,  made  a  furious  assault  on 
me  and  Indian  Missions,  and  I  was  glad  to  be  able  to  quote  such  testi¬ 
monies  as  Sir  Andrew  Fraser’s  and  Sir  William  Maowortli  Young’s  in 
reply  to  him.  They  didn’t  silence  him  at  all,  but  I  think  they  satis¬ 
fied  the  reasonable  element  in  the  audience.  I  don’t  know  how  much 
good  is  accomplished  by  the  attempt  to  argue  Missions  v/ith  people  who 
are  unwilling  to  adiait  any  of  your  premises,  but  I  enjoyed  it,  and 
one  always  hopes  that  some  word  of  truth  nay  jtind-a  bit  of  good  soil 
to  fall  upon  and  grow. 

Ur,  and  Mrs,  Hawkes  of  Persia  will  leave  for  Ramadan  on 
Saturday;  they  sail  from  Boston  and  are  going  tomorrow.  Tonight, 
their  last  night  here,  they  are  coming  out  to  spend  with  us.  It  has 
been  so  good  to  have  then  ?/lth  us  from  time  to  time.  They  are  two 
dear  people  and  our  hoarts  will  go  with  them  as  they  return  to  their 
work.

this  year  as  last*  We  are  sending  to  China  all  those  who  are  asking  for 
that  field,  but  this  year  without  any  prejudice  against  China,  but  with  deep 
consciousness  of  the  needs  of  some  of  the  other  fields,  I  am  glad  to  say  that 


a  number  of  those  who  offered  were  ready  to  go  to  India,  so  that  wo  are  re¬ 
inforcing  by  some  good  additions  both  the  Punjab  and  the  North  India  Missions, 
Dr.  ./hite  came  home  with  the  burden  of  need  and  opportunity  of  these  fields 
voiy  heavily  upon  him,  and  indeed  the  mass  movement  in  the  villages  of  India 
is  a  vunderful  movement,  demanding  the  greatest  care  and  attention  on  the  part 
of  the  Church.  There  are  literally  tens  of  thousands  of  these  village  people 
who  are  ready  to  profess  themselves  Christians  and  to  be  baptized  and  who  ought 
to  be  taken  into  the  care  of  tlie  Church, and  who  under  that  care  could  be  shop- 
hobded  and  taught  and  made  a  great  Christian  power,  but  who  neglected  now  may 
be  dra?m  into  the  caste  system  with  the  great  suction  of  iinduism,  and  be  per¬ 
manently  shut,  or  shut  for  generations  against  the  Christian  influences  tliat 
are  free  to  permeate  their  village  society  and  to  moldttheir  live  to  it. 

It  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  that  you  have  no*'/  with  your  work,  and  at 
this  time  when  the  str-ams  are  originating  and  taking  direction  which  in  years 
to  come  will  grow  into  mighty  currents.  It  is  so  easy  for  us  to  think  of 
ourselves  as  only  little  units  in  a  great  mass  and  ^y^ork  to  be  done  as  so 


appalling  huge  as  to  be  beyond  the  perceptible  influence  of  individuals,  but  I 
have  been  impressed  recently  with  the  power  that  single  lives  have  evenin  such 
a  city  as  New  York,  so  immense  and  polyglot,  and  so  full  of  instability  that  it 
seems  as  though  any  name  written  t^^on  its  life  ms  like  a  name  v/ritten  on  mter. 
And  yet  I  suppose  that  there  are  many  lives  being  lived  to-day  in  the  city  which 
are  makin^g  their  eternal  inq^rint  upon  the  character  of  the  city  forever.  Only 
a  few  v/eeks  ago  I  v;as  reading  in  the  Times  an  account  of  a  memorial  service  of 
Julia  Richman,  vho  was  a  public  school  teacher  on  the  East  Side  in  New  York,  and 
who  I  think  had  come  to  be  the  head  of  one  of  the  High  Schools.  She  was  a 
Jewess,  a  woman  of  remarkable  character  and  powfr,  who  put  her  life  into  her

■^orln  and  whoae  Influonoo  la  not  only  felt  now,  months  aftor  her  death,  bnt  is 
likely  to  go  on  not  only  unseen,  as  we  know  it  will,  but  visible  for  years.

My  dear  Miss  Dickie, 

It  ms  a  great  pleasure  to  get  yoiar  personal  letter  of  May  16th.  It  is  very 
hard  indeed  not  to  think  that  all  the  letters  from  the  Central  China  Mission  are  to 
come  naturally  to  my  office,  hut  I  know  that  Mr.  Scott  will  he  tender  and  mindful  and 
let  me  know  of  things  that  he  will  know  1  am  interested  in,  and  that  will  he  anything 
that  interests  you  and  the  work  of  the  Mission. 

We  do  not  find  it  any  easier  to  spare  Dr.  Halsey.  It  is  so  many  years  now 
since  1  first  met  him  down  at  Princeton  that  it  seems  like  the  breaking  of  one  of  the 
strongest  cables  with  the  past  to  have  him  gone.  Still  we  have  his  good  cheer  and 
his  loving  spirit  with  us  and  will  never  lose  them. 

This  is  just  a  very  little  note  to  thank  you  for  your  letter  and  to  say  good  bye 
to  y!JU  for  a  good  while.  Mr.  Carter  and  I  are  expecting  to  go  out  to  India  and  Persia 
this  fall  and  winter.  He  is  sailing  next  week,  I  tliink,  from  Vancouver,  to  spend 
a  few  weeks  in  Japan  and  North  China,  and  then  to  meet  me  in  Manila.  We  hope  to  reach 
India  about  Septonber  20th  to  he  three  months  there,  and  then  to  go  on  if  conditions 
allow,  overl^d  into  Eastern  Persia,  visiting  all  the  stations  in  Persia,  conferring 
with  the  Dutch  Reformed  missionaries  in  Mesopotamia  over  the  proposed  plan  of  union 
work  between  them  and  us  in  Mesopotamia,  and  then  coming  home  either  by  way  of  India 
again  if  that  is  necessary,  or  preferably  by  way  of  the  Caucasus.  I  don’t  know  when 
we  shall  get  back  but  not,  1  fear,  before  -^pril  or  May.  It  isn’t  nice  to  think  of 
being  away  frcm  home  so  long,  but  all  this  is  part  of  the  work,  and  I  trust  this  is 
the  last  of  these  long  trips  alone. 

Elliott  and  his  wife  have  been  having  a  very  happy  time  ih  Edinburgh,  but 
Elliott,  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  say,  has  been  having  some  trouble  with  his  eyes.

My  dear  Miss  Dickie: 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  gat  this  week  your  letter  of  June  15 
with  the  photographs  and  the  newspaper  clippings.  I  cannot  tall  you  how 
grateful  I  am  for  all  of  these.  My  cousin,  Mrs.  Orbison  in  India,  sands 
me  every  few  months  a  package  of  newspaper  clippings  from  India  and  they 
are  siii5)ly  invaluable  in  keeping  one  in  touch  with  what  is  being  thought 
and  said  and  dona  in  India.  Prom  every  letter  of  hers  I  get  a  whole 

set  of  new  points  for  missionary  addresses  and  I  am  equally  grateful  for 

the  clippings  which  you  liave  sent  about  the  present  troubled  situation 
in  China.  What  a  tragic,  wretched  busines  it  is  -  just  like  all  the  rest 
of  the  world’s  misery  which  we  bring  on  ourselves  by  our  own  folly  and  sin. 

It  is  very  real  to  us  now  as  Margaret  is  expecting  to  go  out  to 
China  this  fall  to  Yenching.  She  was  graduated  from  Bryn  Mawr  two  years 
ago  and  spent  the  next  year  in  teaching  in  Sweet  Briar  College,  Virginia, 

and  the  last  year  as  one  of  the  Wardens  at  Bryn  Mawr.  she  is  a  most  dear 

arfl capable  girl  and  will  do  good  work  wherever  she  goes.  She  expects  to 
sail  on  September  3rd  at  the  same  time  with  Jo  Sailor  who  has  married 
Henry  Welles,  a  brother  of  IJlliott’s  wife.  It  was  he  who  went  around  the 
world  with  Mr.  Carter  and  me,  you  will  roraoraber,  four  years  ago.  Ha  and 
Jo  are  to  be  in  Paotingfu. .  Margaret  was  to  have  sailed  on  August  20th 
but  Dr.  Lowry,  Dr.  Pa^n  and  Mr.  Myers  have  cabled,  recommending  that  all 
of  the  August  sailings  be  postponed  until  September.  I  trust  that  no 
further  postponement  may  be  necessary. 

Mrs.  ^peer  and  I  got  back  safely  on  May  16th  from  our  South 
American  trip.  It  was  a  fine  experience  from  first  to  last  and  we  had 
happy  days  with  Miss  Smith  both  in  Montevideo  and  in  Santiago.  She  is 
vary  wall  and  very  happy  and  I  think  that  the  visit  of  Mrs.  ^peer  and  Mrs. 
Cushman  to  Santiago  and  their  contacts  with  some  of  the  Chilean  weaken  of 
larger  social  influence  there  have  opened  new  doors  for  Miss  Smith  a-ad  her 
work.  I  have  written  accounts  of  the  Montevideo  Conference  both  for  the 
’♦Missionary  Heview”  and  the  '’International  Haview"  and  you  will  doubtless 
see  one  or  both  of  those. 

We  are  having  most  gorgeous  summer  weather  today  and  indeed  have 
had  a  very  comfortable  month  for  July.  Our  hottest  weather  and  one  of  the 
hottest  weeks  that  New  York  has  known  for  many  years,  v/as  the  first  week 


in  Jima  whon  tho  now  raissionarios  wore  hero  and  when  thoro  wore  a  mimhor 
of  India  raissionarias  without  thair  sunrnor  clothes.  V/o  had  a  fine 
swoltaring  tima  of  it  that  week. 

llrs.  Speer  and  liar  gar  et  and  V/illiara  and  I  are  the  only  rnemhors 
of  the  farnily  at  homo  now.  illliott  and  his  wife  and  their  little  three- 
year  old  daughter  have  hean  with  us  for  several  weeks  but  left  yesterday 
and  Constance  is  at  a  Can^  over  in  ITew  Jersey  where  she  and  another  girl 
are  taking  care  of  a  brood  of  yoimgstors  from  tho  Chapel  on  Bleecker  St. 
Constance  is  developing  into  a  fine,  capable  girl  and  has  passed  her  ex¬ 
aminations  for  entrance  to  Bryn  Ilawr  this  fall.  William  was  vaingloriously 
measuring  himself  with  me  last  evening  and  declares  that  he  intends  to  be 
taller  than  I  am  before  the  siiramer  is  over.  That  wilj  leave  Llrs.  l>pear 
and  me,  I  think,  almost  the  smallest  members  of  the  family. 

I  am  speaking  in  the  Fifth  Avenue  Church  this  month  while  tho 
University  Summer  Schools  are  in  session.  There  must  be  about  15000 
teachers  hare  attending  these  school  and  they  make  fine  congregations  on 
Sunday.  The  end  of  the  month  we  hoj^e  to  gat  away  for  Diamond  Pond. 

Margaret  and  Willia^n  and  I  can  all  drive  the  car  and  we  are  planning  to 
motor  up,  stopping  at  Springfield  to  see  Miss  Clara  Raid  and  at  ITew 
London,  lUew  Hampshire,  to  see  Mrs.  Sherman  and  Margaret  Sherman.  I  am 
working  on  two  new  missionary  books,  one  the  Sprunt  lectures  for  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Virginia,  next  winter  and  the  other  for  a  series 
of  Unglish  books  entitled  ’*Tlia  Living  Chiirch  Series'*. 

I  am  thinking  over  an  interesting  text  for  next  Sunday,  ’’The 
Son  of  Man  is  Lord  even  of  tho  Sabbath'*.  I  spent  last  evening  looking  up 
all  the  passages  in  the  New  Testament  in  vhich  the  phrase  "Son  of  Man" 
is  used.  It  was  our  Lord*s  favorite  title  for  Himself  and  yet,  curiously 
enough,  it  is  never  used  once  in  St.  Paul’s  Upistlas.  V/hy  did  not  men  call 
our  Lord  by  the  same  title  by  which  Ho  called  Himself?  I  Ilka  the  touch 
of  the  word"0van"  also.  We  would  have  said,  "The  Son  of  Man  is  Lord  even 
of  the  weekdays"  but  Ho  said  "The  Son  of  Man  is  Lord  even  of  the  Sabbath", 
by  which  Ha  means  evidently  that  even  oiir  religion  must  be  Christian.  That 
is  a  vary  hard  task.  It  seems  easier  for  many  people  to  keep  ether  things 
Christian  than  to  keep  their  religion  Christian.  I  heard  a  man  say  not 
long,  ago  that  an  ethical  theology  would  be  no  theology  at  all  but  this 
text  says  just  the  opioosita.  What  it  requires  is  that  theology  should  be 
square  with  the  significance  of  Christ’s  title  for  Himself.  Only  a  few 
times  did  He  call  Himself  e3q)licitly  the  "Son  of  God",  though  Son  of  God 
indeed  Ha  was I  But  scores  of  times  Ho  calls  Himself  the  "Son  of  Man".  I 
am  trying  to  think  out  what  the  significance  of  this  phrase  is  in  its 
revelation  of  Christ*s  conception,  first,  of  His  own  parson,  second,  of 
religion,  third,  of  humanity.  I  have  been  going  through  the  verses  in 
which  the  phrase  occurs  to  try  to  determine  why  in  that  particular  verse 
Jesus  called  Himself  "Son  of  Man"  instead  of  "Son  of  God".  For  axainple:  - 
"Tho  Father  gave  him  authority  to  execute  judgment  because  he  is  the  Son 
of  Man";  "Work  for  the  meat  which  abideth  unto  eternal  life  which  the  Son 
of  Man  shall  give  unto  you";  "Sxcapt  ye  oat  tho  flash  of  the  Son  of  Man 
and  drink  his  blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  you";  "In  an  hour  whan  ye  think 
not,  the  Son  of  Man  cometh";  "Who  do  man  say  that  I,  the  Son  of  Man,  am?".

I  have  bc«n  looking  up  the  oornnentar ios  and  am  sure  tliat  there  Is  a 
great  deal  more  in  these  verses  than  we  have  been  acoustoraed  to  find 
in  them,  a  groat  deal  more  with  regard  to  the  infinite  fullness  of  the 
meaning  of  Christ  and  a  great  deal  more  with  regard  to  God’s  thought 
about  hxunanity  and  its  relationship  to  Him.

My  dear  Miss  Dickie: - 

I  am  very  much  obliged  for  the  clipping  from  the 
China  Press  of  June  1st,  which  came  this  v/eek.  I  recognize  also  the 
letter  which  was  cut  from  a  later  issue  of  the  Press,  signed  L.L.L.  That 
is  evidently  ray  dear  old  friend,  Lacey  Little.  The  account  in  the  Press 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  May  30th  was  a  rather  exciting  dayc  in  Shanhai. 

I  am  glad,  however,  that  things  were  no  worse  and  I  imagine  that  a  newspaper 
account  makes  the  situation  seem  specially  alarming.  Indeed  if  one  formed 
its  impressions  of  Hew  York  from  the  morning  paper  he  would  think  that  this 
was  about  as  dangerous  a  place  as  could  be  found  on  earth.  Day  before 
yesterday  we  had  a  great  shooting  within  two  blocks  of  the  Presbyterian 
Building  and  not  farr'from.onr  little  apartment  on  Gramercy  Park.  And  yesterday 
there  was  another  one  on  Broadway  where  five  innocent  people  were  hit  by 
stray  bullets.  Indeed  one  would  not  blame  a  foreigner  for  fearing  that  he 
could  not  risk  his  life  in  this  city,  or  perliaps  even  in  America.  I  have  no 
doubt  we  shall  be  traveling  all  over  China  this  fall  without  an  unhappy 
incident  or  without  sight  of  any  kind  of  a  disturbance. 


We  are  expecting  to  leave  Hev/  Ydrk  on  July  29th, 
picking  up  William,  who  is  coming  with  us,  in  Canada,  and  Dr.  Kerr  of 
Pittsburgh  at  Sudbury,  Canada,  ejtid  expecting  to  sail  from  Vancouver  on  August

My  dear  Miss  Dickie* 

It  w  aa  a  great  pleasure  to  get  on  Saturday  your  letter  of  June  28th 
with  the  enclosed  clippings  although  everything  that  comes  from  China  now-a-days 
is  likely  to  "bring  distressing  news  like  the  educational  regulations  issued  by  the 
Chekiang  Provincial  Commit  tee.  Of  course  something  of  the  unfortunate  impression 
these  resolutions  make  may  be  due  to  the  transfer  from  Chinese  to  English  and 
some  thing  to  the  question  as  to  whether  the  regulations  mean  what  they  say  or 
will  be  enforced  in  some  quite  contrary  way. 

I  have  just  read  a  full  and  temperate  statement  by  Dr,  Hail  of 
Yali  about  their  experiences  Which  led  to  the  closing  of  the  college  and  all 
of  their  work,  and  frequent  letters  from  Dr,  Reisner  keep  us  in  touch  with  the 
difficult  problems  at  Nanking,  both  in  the  University  and  just  now  perhaps  even 
more  in  the  hospitsd.  i  saw  Mr.  Grant  the  other  day  and  had  a  little  talk  with 
him  about  their  situation  at  Lingnan,  v;here,as  you  know,  they  are  closed  down  now 
and  a  letter  from  .iugusta  Wagner  to  !Trs,  Speer  tells  of  the  near  blov;-up  which 
they  had  there  just  before  Commencement*  Many  supplementary  views  come  in  which 
need  to  oe  pieced  together:  One  of  the  latest  of  them  representing  the  view 
which  has  been  given  least  publicity  is  a  two  column  interview  in  the  Now  York 
Times  between  Frederick  Moore, as  correspondent,  and  Dr,  Paul  Wakefield  of  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Mission  at  Wuchang,  It  seems  strange  to  read  these  statements  and  then 
immediately  after  the  rosy,  optimistic  speeches  of  soie  of  the  Chinese  delegates 
at  Honolulu  at  the  pacific  Conference  on  international  Relations, 

It  may  very  v;all  be  that  conditions  in  China  will  get  a  great  deal 
worse  before  they  begin  to  get  better  and  l  am  afraid  that  we  shall  see  that  China 
Will  despair  of  itself  and  want  to  rely  too  much  on  help  and  direction  from  without. 

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  kind  words  v/ith  regard  to  the  Moderator- 
ship.  I  did  all  I  could  to  escape  it  but  at  the  •  last  it  seemed  to  be  very  clearly 
ones  duty  and  I  do  not  thihk  we  could  have  asked  for  more  blessing  than  was  poured 
out  upon  us  at  the  General  Assembly, 

I  trust  that  you  are  not  having  too  trying  a  summer  in  Shanghai.
